Williams objected that whilo the motion of 
Aid.

The City Clerk stated that the minutoa 
wero correct, for tho motion was doolared 
carriod although not seconded. 

Ald. Williams expressed hlmsolf averse 
to Aid. Macmillan's motion as on insult to 
Mr. McGregor, but tho minutes wore adopt- 
od as road. 

A communication asking that John Calli- 
gan be allowed to put up a temporary build- 
ing near Boaver lake for tho purpose of sell- 
ing refreshments to tho workmon was refer- 
red to the Water Commissioner to roporr. 

According to the Morkot Superintendent's 
report §171.10 was tho amount of market 
feeB during tho month. Tho report was filed. 

M. J. Conlin offered the use of his horao 
for tho ambulance at tho isolation hospital 
provided it was allowed to pasiure on the 
grounds. The offer was aooopted. 

Tho Wm. Hamilton Manufacturing Co. 
wrote inclosing tho certificate givon them 
by Mr. StickolH, deolaring their plant up to 
specification as far as could bo determined 
until a ten-hour test was had. This was re- 
ferred to tho olectrio light committee. 

A report from Mr. Jorgensen that the sur- 
veys at the water works had been oomploted 
was filod, and a letter of advice from Mr. F. 
G. Jordan on ooment testing was referred to 
the water aommittee. 

In regard to the resolution of last meeting 
providing that the waterworks enginoor sup- 
ply an estimate of tho cost of building cof- 
ferdam at Beaver lake by day labor, Mr. J. 
L. Raymur wrote that it being understood 
that tho water commissioner and the water- 
works engineer assume tho responsibility of 
complo.'.ing within the estimate such work 
by day labor ho must decline to be a party 
to any Buch arrangemont. It waa asking 
too much to expeob one man to assume the 
responsibility of completing any particular 
piece of work within an estimate supplied 
by someone else. 

Ald. Bragg thought tho water commis- 
sioner was looking ab the matter in a wrong 
light. All that was desirod by the resolu- 
tion was to get tho work carried out on busi- 
ness principles and as soon as the water 
commissioner and engineer accepted the re- 
sponsibility he would hold up both hands 
for day labor. He moved that the letter be 
filed. 

His Worship thoughb there Beemed to bo 
& misunderstanding, which an interview 
with Uo Water Commissioner would re- 
move. 

Ald. Macmillan did not think there wbb 
any misunderstanding. Aid. Bragg's 
amendment was fllmply to shelve work by 
day labor under the guise of supporting it. 

Ald. Bragg denied that this was his in- 
tention. 

Ald. MoLkllan said Aid. Maumillan, If 
he wanted to have the work done by day'B 
labor, should wait anyway till tenders were 
oalled for. Then when it was seen what 
contractors would do the work for was tho 
tlmo to bring up the day's labor. Aid. 
Bragg's and Macmillan's resolutions on day's 
labor wero moro child's play. 

Tho estimated coBt of substituting con- 
crete for Band as a paving foundation was re- 
ported by tho City Engineer as being 
$15,000. This was roforrod to the stroot 
committee

London, April 29.— A dispatch from 
Managua says that at a lato hour this even- 
ing Prosidont Zolaya rooslved a telegram 
from Washington stating that Great Britain 
would withdraw her ships from Corinto and 
give Nicaragua 15 days In whioh to pay the 
$75,000 indemnity, if such a proposition 
would bo aooopted by Nioaragua. Presi- 
dent Zelaya, it la believed, will bo disposed 
to accept tho torma outlined in the dispatoh. 

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

Nurses Must Take the full Two Years' Course 
—The " King's Daughters' " Charity. 

Last evening's goneral meeting of the Ju- 
bilee hospital board was a short but not un- 
important ono. President Joshua LUvioa as 
usual occupied the chair, and tho first Item 
of business was in the form of a communica- 
tion from Hon, G, B. Martin, chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works, In which it was 
stated that the act doeB not contemplate the 
admission to tho KamloopB homo of old men 
who are properly subjocta for hospital treat- 
ment. 

Mr. Charles Hayward pointed out that 
there was evidently a misunderstanding In 
this connootion — the old mou whom it waa 
proposed to send to the Home were not ill 
by any means, but had Blmplybeen received 
at the hospital aa there did not soom to be 
any other plaoe for them. By Mr. Hay- 
ward'a suggestion the president and the seo- 
retary were namod a special committee to 
interview Hon. Mr. Martin and oomo to an 
understanding with him in the matter. 

Dr. J. C. Davie addressed the board by 
letter to aay that " through a misunder- 
standing, Misa Stewart, lately a nurse at 
the Jubilee hospital, obtained a much small- 
er number of marka at her aurgloal examina- 
tion than she olalms she could have done, 
and I am of opinion myself that she oould 
have come up to a muoh higher standard 
than she did. If the board of directors 
wlah, I will re-examine Miaa Stewart and 
forward them tho result. In my opinion no 
better nuree ever graduated from the hos- 
pital than this young lady." 

The President explained how the mis- 
understanding had arisen which had lost 
MisB Stewart five marks — she had been told 
that a general doscription of how to prepare 
the surgical room for an operation would be 
sufficient, and had consequently tint given 
tho detailed explanation that tho others 
had. 

It was, however, thought best not to re- 
open the examination, both Dr. Davis and 
Dr. RichardBon testifying to Miss Stewart's 
exceptional ability aa a nurse and the beard 
agreeing with Mr. YatoB that Dr. Davie's 
letter was itself a strong certificate of merit. 
It was finally decided, on tho motion of 
Mesars. Brown and Hayward, to attach a 
copy of Dr. Divio'a lotter to Miss Stowart's 
diploma when it ia iBBued — signed by tho 
president and tho secretary. 

The Secretary reportod that diplomas had 
boon won by Miss Nellie Woodrow, MiBa E. 
Stowart, MisB Ethel M. Ferris and Miss 
Laura Purvis, tho last of whom has not, 
however, completed her two years' course, 
ard will not havn done so until September. 
Thi8 opened tho question of tho desirability 
of allowing nurses to present thomsolvos for 
examination prior to the completion of tho 
torm proscribed, and aftor discussion It was 
roBolvod that heroaftor no nurse shall bo per- 
mitted to prosont herself for examination 
until sho shall have comploted hor two years' 
term— and that tho resident medical officer 
and the matron bo notified accordingly. 

Tho special oommittoo of tho board 
appointed to confor with tho local oircle of 
King's Daughters reportod having mot with 
the ladies' committoo of that body and 
arranged with them to provido a bod In tho 
southwest corner of tho female ward, to bo 
known as tho King's Daughters' bod, instoad 
of tho bed in room O. ThiB bod, as woll as 
tho cot, will hereafter bo rosorvod for fruo 
patients nominated by tho cirolo and ad- 
mitted subject to tho genoral regulations of 
tho hospital ; tho bed-clothing, etc., will bo 
furnished and replenished by tho cirolo, and 
tho patients horo troated will bo tho special 
objoots of thoir charitablo efforts. 

This report was adopted, and tho board 
adjourned after passing tho pay shoot of 
$564 65 for April, a dooroaso of $7.85 baing 
shown under this head for the month. Dur- 
ing April Miss Cumpboll has boon addod, aa 
a probationer, to the nursing staff. 

MANITOBA LEGISLATURE. 

House Will Not Dissolve Until After the 
Session I Which Opens May 9, 

Winnipeg, April 29.— (Special)— To a 
roporter to-day Provincial Secretary 
Cameron denied tho report that tho Mani- 
toba legislature would bo dissolved on May 
8. Tho house, he said, would certainly 
moot on May 9 for the transaction of busi- 
neaa uncompleted at the rooent aeSBion, and 
alao to consider tho remedial ordor. Thero 
would oortalnly bo no dissolution till after 
tho session.

Ottawa, April 29.— The estimates for the 
next fisoal year printed to the house to« 
day show a reduction of $2,100,000. The 
ohiof reductions are publio works, military, 
mounted polico, railways, oanalB and immi- 
gration. The following are the British Col- 
umbia itema: Dominion publio buildings, re- 
newals, improvements, repairs, etc., $3,000 ; 
Viotoria drill hall and aocessory buildings, 
$2,500 ; the now Victoria poBt office, 
$40,000 ; Columbia river, improvements 
above Golden, $2,500 ; Viotoria harbor, 
dredging (inner harbDr), $5,000 ; Frasor 
river, protection workB at Garry Bush, 
$1,000 ; Frasor rivor, improvement of ohan- 
nol, $10,000 ; general repairs and improve- 
ments to harbor, river and bridge works, 
$3,000 ; Kootonay (EaBt) river improve- 
ments, between the Canal flat and Fort 
Stoelo, $2,000 ; Skeena river, $2,000. 

Mr. Mara called attention to tho disad- 
vantage the merohants of the Kootenay 
country sudor owing to the great diatanoe 
from the neareat onstoms porb. 

Hon. Mr. Wallace aald reports whioh had 
just reaohed the department indloated that 
thoro had been a groat Increase in business 
in Kootenay, owing to the mining boom. 
The Department would provide facilities to 
meet the requirements of the district. Nel- 
son would bo made a port of entry, and 
Kaslo, Waneta and other places out-ports of 
Nelson.

Winnipeg, April 29.— (Speoial)— Prairie 
firoB have been doing enormous damage in 
the Boissevaln diBtriot. At Brookdalo a 
wall of flame four mileB wide tore acroBB the 
oountry, fenco posts and rails being licked 
up like atraws. J. E. Booth'a resldenoe, 
containing hia provisions, clothing and seed 
grain, waB a total loss. Matthew Wataon, 
of Potrol, lost his stock, house and contents, 
and Jamea Dodds lost hla house, stable and 
stock. 

Policeman E. J. Elliott haa been served 
with a writ for $5,000 damages by Deputy- 
Sheriff Currie, for alleged illegal arrest. 
The inoidont occurred over a year ago. 

Two Budden doatha have occurrod at 
Roaonfeld, Henriohs Striemm dying a few 
hoers after settling on a new farm, and 
Klass Hyde, an adjoining farmer, dropping 
dead from heart disease. There is a mystery 
as to the cause of Striomm's death.

Catholics in the recent oppeat to the Qov- 
ornor-General-in-Council at Ottawa, ad- 
drospad a largo audience in tho Central Con- 
gregational church this evening on Mani- 
toba Bchools in reply to Rev. Mr. Pedloy, 
who defended the national achools of Mani- 
toba in a locturo from the same pulpit.

Suicide at Laugley— The Murder of 
Pomerleau— Vancouver's Police 
Investigation. 



More Settlers for Bella Coola-Odd 
Fellows' Celebration— Y.M.L 
Greetings to the Pope. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, April 29 — Ffty-throo moro 
settlers for Bella Coola arrived to-day. They 
are composed of partioa from different States, 
moat of them women and ohildron, being the 
families of those already settled in Bella 
Coola. On June 5 another car-load of Nor 
weglans will come over the 0. P. R. to spy 
out land. A. Elder, of Bella Coola, who 
went to meet the party aaid : " We're all 
Batisfiod with our now homoa r-.ndl with tho 
oonaidorationa of tho government in our bo 
half," Tho women and children havo Btrong 
phyaiquoa and are healthy looking. 

Andrew May has roturnod from Romo. 
He presented the grootinga of tho Y. M. I, 
of British Columbia to tho Pope. 

Tho Hhaok whero McRory waa murdered 
by an Indian some timo ago waa burned by 
tramps last night. 

It la roported that one man who bore a 
Btrlking resemblance to the missing Pidgeon 
waa seen to leave tho vicinity of the burning 
cabin, and disappeared in the woods. 
Andrews, who occupiod the cabin with 
Pomolroau was charged to-day with Bteallug 
articles from P. M. Millor'a house, which 
were found in his shack and identified by 
Millor. Ho has boon remandod for seven 
daya. He wanted to explain, but waa ad 
vised to keop silent till his trial. 

Mr. Moresby, Officer Grady, and tho Col- 
onist oorroapondenl visited tho Boono of the 
murdor with Andrews to-day. Andrews 
told his story over again. It waB very dif- 
ferent in many points to the one told at the 
coroner's inqueat. The spot whore the body 
lay ia a fow foot behind the shack, and 
conld be seen from every direotion. Still 
the body lay from four to six days without 
Andrews seeing it. One of the officers on 
tho oaao has frooly expressed the opinion 
that Pomelreau was murdered in his bunk 
In the cabin. Andrews says ho sawed 
Pomelroau's bunk up for firewood, and 
burnt the tick In front of the oabin. Mr. 
Moresby found one piece of tho bunk with a 
dark stain on it, which he thinks is blood 

Tho police investigation was continued 
to-day. Sergoant Hay ward waa queatloned 
at length by Aid- Gallagher aa to his duties, 
the committee, as well as the Mayor and 
lawyora DaviB and Hammeraley objecting to 
many of hia questions. The alderman said 
he was going to run tho investigation his 
own way and addreaaed tho Mayor and 
City Solicitor in suoh a way that tho former 
said he would be inaulted no longer but ad- 
journ and appeal to the council. Tho court 
adjourned in some confusion.

FINANCIAL CONDITIONS.' 

To the Editor :— Mr. Wm. Wilson in a 
long letter to the Times on Thursday last 
deals with tho reapeotlve financial condi- 
tions of tho United States and Canada, and 
endeavors to make out that this country is 
in a very bad state. The desirability of de- 
crying tho country by suoh methods is at 
lease questionable : tho avowed object 
aonght to be obtained is to damngs our 
Ottawa representatives, to whom Mr. Wil- 
son is politically opposed, However, it 
would appear that when forced into un In- 
defensible position by his action, arising 
from his resolution at tho Board of Trade

Tho question was: *' Should the Board of 
Trado pass a certain resolution in connection 
with tho British Pacific railway, in opposi- 
tion to the wishes of tho pro- 
moters of that enterprise? Tho board 
praotioally unanimously said Nol and 
Mr. Wilaon withdrew his resolution. 
Mr. Wilson haa boon pleaBod, when referring 
to my last letter, to state : " My vanity waa 
not inornased by Onlooker's letter, which 
was moro personal than complimentary." 
Tho romarka made by mo were moroly a re- 
cital of the facta, together with roaaonablo 
logioal deductions given thorefrom. I un- 
dertook to prove, and think I succeeded in 
proving, that in animadverting upon tho 
Board of Trado ho showod bad tasto, and 
that certain arguments advanced by him 
showed bad judgmont. 

An imaginative friend whom I have con- 
sulted Bays that perhaps Mr. Wilson con- 
atruoa aa personal my remark that ho 
pocketed hlB resolution whon withdrawing 
it at the Board of Trade " with an air of 
humility that would havo been booomlng in 
the moBt penitent sinnor," and my friend 
Bays (but I think ho is joking) that Mr, Wil- 
aon might possibly think that I moan to aay 
that ho ia a ponitent sinner.

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THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 



Sir Mackenzie Bowell's Speech in the 
Senate on the Issues in 
Manitoba. 



He Expects the Province to Live Dp 
to Its Constitutional 
Obligations. 



The epeooh of Sir Mackenzie Bowell Id 
the Senate on the 22od Instant waa the most 
Interesting feature of the day's proceedings, 
the Premier not having hesitated to deolare 
himself in unmistakable torms. The follow 
Ing report is taken from the Mail-Empire :— 
Sir Maokenzie Bowell :— I Bineeroly regret 
the tone, although very mildly uttered, in 
which the hon. gentleman (Mr.Scott) alluded 
to)tho question of the Manitoba schools. A 
moment's reflection would have shown him 
that if he were true to the party to whioh he 
bolongs, and of which ho is tho hon. leader 
in this house, he would not have given utter 
anoo to tho sentiments whioh pervaded his 
whole epooch. The fivo years whioh have 
rolled around since this question came bofore 
thepublio had baou occupied in going through 
the courts from onu appeal to another, and 
when ho tella u-i that there should have been 
do differenc: of opinion aa to tho powers 
and authority of tho Province of Mani- 
toba, he furgote, or if he did not forget ho 
failed to give expression to tho faot, that 
thoso differences of opinion existed in the 
highest courts of tho land ; and ho should 
also have told aa that when this question 
was first looming up his groat loader, tho 
Hon, Edward Blake, in tho House of Com- 
mons, introduced a resolution to romove tho 
question altogether fi kid the political arena 
and take it out of the uoiver of anyone to 
declare that interference with tho rights 
of the minority in any proviuco should bo 
dealt with by the administration. His reso- 
lution, bo clear and distinct in its character, 
was accepted by the different leaders 
of the opposition, and Sir John 
Macdonald and all ' parties be- 
lieved that this nuostion of sentiment 
would have been removed from the political 
arena altogether and left to the courts to 
decide. Ho is not in aocord eithor with tho 
sentiments expressed bo often by the hon. 
leader of the opposition in the lower house. 
Saarooly a speech has that hon. gentleman 
made in which ho has not affirmod strongly 
his beliof in what are termed provincial 
rights. He says, and I fully concur with 
him in the sentiment, that it is with the 
greatest reluctance, and not only with re- 
luctance, but with great regret, chat a gov 
eminent should interfero with any of the 
rights and privileges given to a province 
under the constitution which governs it. 
Mr. Blake, when ho moved tho resolution 
to whioh I refer, had the one object 
in view. He said that ho had no de- 
sire to embarrass the Government of 
the day, but, seeing the difficulties 
whioh were arising in Manitoba upon this 
very school question, he attempted, as a 
trae statesman, to remove it from tho arena 
of politics. This was in 1890, the very year 
that this aot was passed. Mr. Blake saw 
the difficulties arising, saw tho political ani- 
mosity that would bo engendered by the 
diecussioD of a question of this kind — for no 
matter what our religious views may be, 
whether we are Roman Catholics or Pro- 
testants, the moment you touch a question 
affecting a man's conscience, you rouse the 
very worst passion in his nature, thongh it 
is a question of religion. Desiring to re- 
move that vexed question from the 
political arena, to take from the Ad- 
ministration the power to deal with it, he 
moved a resolution to that effect. 

Mr. Soott— I Bpoko lor myself. I think 
Mr. Blake would admit now, in the light of 
subsequent events, that he made a mistake 
when bo proposed that resolution. I think 
the experience of the last five years would 
convince anyone that it was a mistake. 

Sir Maokenzie Bowoll — I shall not vouoh 
for the stability of Mr. Blake's opinion any 
more than I would for that of the hon. gen- 
tleman. Wo are all apt to change to a 
greater or Icbb extont. It is only a question 
of time aB to how it may afl'ect us. Now, 
that is precisely the course that was follow- 
ed by the administration on this question. 
I might quote from Mr. Blake's remarks, 
in whicn ho provod beyond a doubt 
whit hia intentions wore, and his great 
deairo to provent the introduction of those 
semi-religious or educational questions, and 
their being dealt with by tho executive for 
the time being. My hon. friend says that in 
1871, when tho separate school act was 
enaoted by tho Provinoo of Manitoba, they 
then understood what thoy were doing. I 
quite agreo with tho hon. gontloman, and it 
is a matter of satisfaction to mo to know 
that tho Conservative party in 1871 wore in 
power in Manitoba, and that they were 
desirous of maintaining intact the obliga- 
tions into which thoy hud entered when that 
province came into the confederation ; and 
it may alBO bo a satisfaction to the hon. gon- 
tloman to know that it was his party that 
was in power in 1S0U, when thoy violated 
their agreemont into which they had enter- 
ed when Manitoba became a proviuco of tho 
confederation. So it haB been from tho be- 
ginning with that party. If tho minority 
In any province expects to have its rights 
proBorved, whoihor that minority bo Roman 
Catholic or Protestant, it will have to look 
to tho Conservative body, which has con- 
trolled Canada sinco Confederation, with 
the exception of fivo years. Minorities will 
havo to look to tho Conservative party to 
maintain those rights. Although I am not 
an advocate of nor am I in favor por so of 
separate schools, yet I hold that tho word of 
tho soveroign when pledgod, no matter if it 
Is in acaord with my particular sontiments or 
not, should bo held inviolate in tho govern- 
ing of tho oountry. Tho hon. gentleman ro- 
torred to tho debate which took placo 
in 1871, and ho stated quite corrootly tho 
opiuions then held by the then members of 
the House of Commons. I remember tho 
discussion very well, and I took tho same 
poaltion then that I take to day, aud tho 
same poaitlon that 1 maintained in 18G3, 
when I was defeated in my own oouuty. 1 
statod to my constituents that if tho ques- 
tion was whether wo should establish separ- 
ata schools in this country or not I should 
voto against them, but, tho oeparato schools 
having been ostabliahod, I would not bo a 
party to depriving tho minority of tho rights 
that they had acquired under tho constitu- 
tion whioh govorned them. 1 oxpootod that 
tho hon. gentloman would do ub Mr. Mc- 
Carthy did when ho argued tho question bo- 
loro tho Privy Council, point out how I 
had voted on that question. I romembor 
that dobato. Mr. Maodoupall stated dis- 
tinctly that tho passing of tho aot with that 
umondmont would bo a porpotuation of tho 
aepurato school question in Manitoba, Mr. 
Chaaveau, Mr. Cauchon, and othora took 
tho samo line, and it proves to my 
mind, and it musb prove to ovory roador 
of that dobate, this important faot : 
that whon tho reBoiutiona woro Introduced 
admitting Manitoba into tho Confederation, 
it was boliovod at that time that wo woro 
granting the aomo rights and privileges to 



tho Roman Catholica of Manitoba that had 
been granted to tho minority in Quebec an 
to tho minority in Ontario in rslation to 
schools. Ib waa for that reason, bolioving 
that wo were conceding to that province 
what thoy did not thon have, that I reoord 
ed my vote no I thon did, and I trust the 
day will never arrive when tho party with 
w'aioh I am connected will violate any 
Agreement Into whioh they have entered 
and that the minority who did nob obtain 
their wishes at that particular time should 
not forgot that this oouutry has to be gov 
erned by the majority and in tho intercuts 
of tho whole, and not In tho interesto of the 
few. I might enlarge on this question, but 
I do not think it at all necessary to do so, 
The government took the striotly constitu 
tionai ooumo in roferenoo to tho Manitoba 
school aot. I am aa strong a believer as 
Mr. Blake ia in provincial rights, and it was 
for that reason that I waa obliged in 1838 to 
record my vote (nearly getting dofeated by 
my constituents subsequently lor doing bo) 
in support of the contention of tho provinco 
in regard to tho Jesuits' estates aot. I be- 
lieve that the province of Quebeo had a per 
foot constitutional right to pass that aot, 
that they acted within their powers, 
They wero disposing of their own 
monoys, and I took tho view th»t 
it was nono of my business in what manner 
thoy ohoso todiapoaoof thoso moneys. They 
consequently refused to support the motion 
seeking to oondemn tho government for not 
disallowing tho legislation of tho provinoo in 
that regard, and I hold that tho same prlnoi 
pla must bo appliod to the wholo of the legis- 
lation and administration of tho country. 
Under tho very principles embodied in this 
resolution of Mr. Blake'a tho Manitoba 
sohool osbo was roferrod to tho Supremo 
Court of Canada. That court decided that 
the school act of the province was ultra viree 
Tho hon. tho leader of the opposition says 
that ovory body know that, or that if thoy did 
not know it thoy did not understand tho mat 
ter. Notwithstanding this statement on hia 
part, thore waa a considerable divoreity of 
opinion on tho point, and wo find that 
when the case came boforo the Lords of the 
Privy Counoil in England thoy decided that 
tho achool act was intra vires, that tho 
legislature of Manitoba had a perfeot right 
to logialato aB they had dono. Thon arose 
the question of tho right to appeal to tho 
Privy Couuoll of Canada for remodial legis- 
lation or interference. That again wont to 
the courts in Canada, and our Supreme 
court deolded that the minority had no 
right to appeal. Then tho matter waa laid 
before tho judicial committee of tho Im- 
perial Privy Council, who declared that 
while tho act which had boon passed by the 
legislature of Manitoba in 1890 was within 
tho powers of that legislature, tho people of 
Manitoba belonging to tho Roman 
Catholio faith having no rights eithor 
by law or practice in respect to ceparate 
schools at the time of tho admission nf Man- 
itoba into tho aonfodoration in 1870, that 
aot had infringed upon tho special privil- 
eges conceded to the minorily by tho pro- 
vincial legislature in 1S71, and that there- 
fore the minority bad a constitutional right 
of appeal to the privy oouooil of Canat.-t. 
The government lost not a day in summon- 
ing the parties Interested on either aide to 
appear before the comn'ltteo of the privy 
council of Canada, there to argue the ques- 
tion in its various aspects pro and con. It 
waa not a week afterwards boforo the 
remedial order was issued, asking tho legis- 
lature of Manitoba to give the minority 
thoae rightB and privileges of whioh they 
had been deprivod. I do nob know that 
the hon. the leader of tho opposition 
stated it, but it has been atated here 
and throughout tho country, ib waa stated in 
the debate on the address in the other houso 
that that remedial order moanb nothing. 
Than, in tho very nexb breath, we wore told 
that tho government had Issuod a dictatorial 
order to the provinoo of Manitoba. Tho 
opinion! of those who are in opposition to 
the government on this queation are as di- 
versified aa tho colors of tho ohamoleon. 

Mr. Power — As diversified aa tho opinions 
of thoso who aro supporting the govern- 
ment. 

Sir Maokenzie Bowell — My remark ap- 
plies particularly to thoso who belong 
to the party led by the hon. gen- 
tleman opposite. In Antigonish we 
wero condemned for not going far 
enough. We were assailod ab Ver- 
oheres on tho ground that wo had done noth- 
ing to relieve the minority. On the other 
hand, wo have it on tho authority of a gon- 
tloman intimately associated with the Lib- 
eral party, speaking in tho constituency of 
Hildimand, that the remedial order was is- 
sued for the purpose of buying tho votea of 
the mombers from Quebec. No mattor 
where you turn, no matter to wh»t section 
of tho country you look, tho samo divergence 
of opinion may bo observed. All you have 
to do is to ascertain the viowB which aro 
held by the majority in that particular 
section, and you will learn that theao 
aro tho views whioh aro being taken 
up by tho members of tho opposition 
who aro agitating this question. Tho organ 
of tho party — which iB leading thorn on (as 
my hon. friend opposite hopeB) to victory, 
when wo shall bo cast into tho cold shades of 
opposition, and ho shall be triumphantly 
Beotod on thin side of tho houeo, directing 
tho affairs of tho oountry in tho courso in 
which ho thinks they ought to go — is tolling 
tho pooplo of this Dominion what a bad lot 
tho members of tho Conservative govern- 
ment aro, how terribly wicked they have 
been in oven suggesting to tho pooplo of 
Manitoba that thoy should do justico to the 
minority. Talk of nnity — tho Liberal party 
ia an admirable npecimon of unity, ImuBt say. 

Mr. Scott — Tho organ you montion is not 
tho mouthpieco of this party. 

Sir Mackonzio Bowoll— I know tho 
hon. gontloman has alroady repudiated it, 
and I am quito euro that anyono who is con- 
sistent in hia op!' tona and who desires to 
seo this country governed properly will 
always repudiato that organ, bub it is al- 
ways a pleaBuro to mo to hoar that repudia- 
tion como from an hon. gentleman of the 
party to whioh it ostensibly belongs, seeing 
that thoy will look to it for inspiration whon 
tho proper time comes, I am aware that ib 
has been ololmed that a certain hon. gentle- 
man who formorly bolonged to tho Con- 
servative party, and who has boon actlvo In 
his opposition to the appeal, still is a mem- 
ber of our party. All I can say is that vr« 
cannot provent anyono calling himself 
a Liboral or u Conservative, but it is 
very strange if the propor oourso to 
pursuo to maintain ono'u position with 
a political party ia to adopt tho opin- 
ions — (I was going to Bay fads, bub that 
might bo unparliamentary and conBfquenlly 
I will not ubo tho word) — to adopt all tho 
views held, commercially and otherwise, by 
tho oppononta of that party. If that en- 
titles a man to be a mombor of a party I can 
only say that I have yot to learn what poli- 
tical allogianco moans. 1 hopo aincerely, 
with tho mover and tho sooondor of tho ad- 
dress, that tho pooplo of Manitoba may see 
their way clear to Bottlo this question 
amcng thomsolvoB and to roliovo tho parlia- 
ment of Canada from tho Borlous obligation 
whioh will dovolvo upon them otherwise It 
is a very serious mattor for tho government 
of the Dominion to underbako to doal with a 
queation whioh affoota solely any ono Beotlon 
of tho country. If tho pooplo of Manitoba 
aro patriots thoy will keop this queation oub 
of the arena of Dominion politics ; bub if

THE FACTS AS THEY ARE. 

Though it had been pub in possession of 
tho factB, the Times ou Saturday repeated 
the atupid invention that " tho Australian 
colonloB woro following the high protection 
idea when the depression camo moat sev- 
erely upon them." Wo gave on Saturday 
the general rate of tho tariff of oach colony 
upon artiolos bearing an import duty, bub 
owing to the great extent of tho free list the 
peroontagea thore given for moat of the 
oolonlcs were much in excess of tho average 
duty really collected. An official publica- 
tion issued by the Government of Now 
South Wales in 1892, showa that in that 
oolony tho oustoms collections amounted to 
10.5 per cant, of tho value of the whole im- 
ports for home consumption; while in the 
adjoining and equally important colony of 
Victoria the percentage of duty, compared 
with tho total amount of dutiable and free 
goods, waa only 15, though several articles 
were taxed 35 per oont. Tho depression had 
then been felt in these two colonies for sev- 
eral years, and the Viotorian credit had 
sunk bo low that three attempta to float loans 
in London in 1801 resulted in partial failures. 

Did the people of the colonies attribute 
their misfortunes to the tariff? Far from 
it*; for in thab very year 1891 New South 
Wales, whoso dutioB wero then the loweat, 
praotioally doublod them, bub vonturod to 
the very moderate height of only 10 per 
cenb. bo far aa tho ad valorem duties were 
concerned. Up to that time in New South 
Walea there had baen no ad valorem duties, 
alnoe the repeal of that system in 1887 ; 
and specific duties were charged on only a 
few of the great range of artlolea whioh the 
colony, not being self-sustaining, must neces- 
sarily import. And the Australians had 
before them the encouraging example of 
New Zealand, which while collecting in cus- 
toms an average of 25 \ per cenb. on tho total 
imports, was in a highly prosporoua condi- 
tion. 

Last year thore was a ohange of govern- 
ment in Now South Wales, and the party 
in power announce that the Dibba tariff — 
that 1b, tho aystom of ad valorem duties — ia 
to bo repealed. The local organ of freo- 
trado aB-thoy-have-it-in-England rejoices in 
this announcement, oblivious of tho facb 
that a few months ago it declared in favor 
of ad valorem rather than spoolfic dutiea — 
denouncing tho Jatter as "discrimination 
against Groat Britain." 

A SINGULAR STORY. 

Soma of tho San Franolsco nowapapera 
givo ourrenoy to tho report that tho Hon. J. 
C. Pabtor8on, lato Minister of Militia, ia 
about to emigrate to tho United States bo- 
causo he has taken a dislike to British con- 
nection. " Ho seems," aaya the Chroniolo 
of that city, " to have a genoral feeling of 
disgust, for ho says that so long as Canada 
is ' England's donkey-engine ' ho will nob 
live in tho country." "If tho truth woro 
known," adds our California contomporary, 
" there aro a groab many Canadians who are 
birod of living in a oounbry whioh is Eng- 
land's ' donkey-one, ino.' " 

Wo do not believe that Mr. Pattoraon 
over said anything ao unuttorably foolish as 
tho phrase uttributod to him by tho Chron- 
iolo. That gentleman knows well that 
Canada does not stand in tho relation of a 
donkey engine to Great Britain. All that 
Canadians do is for themsolvos, and ovory 
cont of the taxes they pay is for their own 
ubo. Tho donkoy engine work ia rathor tho 
other way, for while Canada doos nothing 
for England, England does a groab doal for 
Canada. 

Whab would a loyal Unitod States citizen 
think of tho Culifornian who doolarod that 
ho waa going to emigrate to Moxioo, 
for ho waa tired of seeing California aoting 
tho part of a donkey-engine to tho United 
Statoa? IIo would not only donounoo tho 
foliowasatraitor but oondomnhimjaa a down, 
right fool I Bub California is muoh moro 
a " donkoy-ongino " to one Uultod States 
than Canada is to England. Tho CuatomB 



dutiea which the Callfornian pava go to 
Washington to support the Federal Govern- 
ment, bub the Canadian does nob pay ono 
sent of tax or tribute to Great Britain. Ia 
ib nothing to the Canadian thab he has the 
advantage of the prestige of one of tho 
greatest nations of the world ? The Cana- 
dian, whether at home or abroad, ia under 
bho protection of tho British dig. Very 
few Canadians, in these piping times of 
po&oo, realize all that that protection moanB. 
It ia ao powerful and so f jr-reaohing that it 
ia very seldom necessary for him to claim it. 
Ib ia extended to him wherever he may 
wander as a matter of oourse. 

If Canadians should bo ao unfortunate aa to 
ioso that protection, if they had only them- 
selves to rely on to proteob themselveB arid 
what they own and to vindicato their 
rights, they would very soon find tho value 
of what they had lost. The attitude main- 
tained and the tone assumed by powerlul 
neighbors to a Stato conspicuoualy weaker 
than themaelvoB would bo very different 
from their way of dealing with and address- 
ing a large dependency of a groat nation. 
The difference of status would soon be felb 
in all Canada's rotations with foreign coun- 
tries, Tho position whioh Canada oc- 
oupisa is nob by any means "anom- 
alous." Ib is a natural and a 
very oomfortablo position, and when Cana- 
dians aoek to change ib it will, wo are quite 
confident, bo for a oloser and more intimate 
relation. Tho change will be from a state 
of pupilage — If their present state can be 
oallod a state of pupilage— to ono of partner- 
ship. Great Britain & Sons will, we havo a 
doep conviction, be boforo very long tho 
atrongoat national ooncorn on the face of the 
earth. Tho beat thing tho Unltod States 
can then do, if it haB the chanco, will be to 
tako an intorest in the business. 



A SENSIBLE VIEW. 

Sensible Americans who are acquainted 
with tho history of their own country and 
understand its significanoe laugh at the tal 
talk of jingo editors and politicians. They 
know that tho Monroe Doctrine, whioh ia 
being continually invoked by tho tall talkera 
and tail twisters, will bear no auoh oonatruc' 
tlon as that whioh these tiro-caters endeavor 
to put upon ib. 

Mr. John E. Russell, an able American 
publicist, in a letter to tho New York Times 
exposes the ignorance and tho shallowness 
of the jingo faction. Ho says with Boorn : 

Our worliko oppoaltion want to use tho 
new navy ; they have discovered the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, and the people are instructed 
thab lb moans that we are to aot the big 
brother to oaoh truculent, thriftless or 
revolutionary republio or lBland of the con- 
tinent and convulse the world aboub matters 
of lesa importance than are annually deoldod 
in Massachusetts town meotlngs. 

But foreign nations know perfectly well 
that all this Bound and fnry signify nothing, 

Tho strange part, says Mr. Rusaoll, of all 
this war cry from the platform and in in- 
terviews, aoare lines and editorials, ia tho 
indifference of foreign nationa. They do not 
Beem to know that they aro on tho verge of 
war, thab their navies aro to be sunk and 
their oommerce destroyed by our proweBs. 

Even Great Britain, our chief customer, 
who obliges ua by carrying our commerce in 
her shipB, whom wo fondly hope to ruin, 
evinces no exoitoinenb. 

In fact, she is well used to our bad man- 
ners. Nine years ago the Corwln spent a sum- 
mer seizing British sealers seventy miles 
from land off Alaska, insulted tho Queen'B 
sovereignty, pulled down her flag, impris 
oned the orows. Seven or eight months 
after her natural request for explanation, wo 
made cool reply. 

Wo went to arbitration and had not a leg 
to Btand on. Wo agreed to pay indemnity, 
and last sosaion of oongrosa contemptuously 
refused to appropriate tho money. The last 
step in tho controversy is a motion in Par- 
liament to lend money to tho plundered 
sealers until such time as the United States 
conoludes to respect its dignity and obli- 
gations. 

Tho Monroe Dootrino, which la supposod 
bo bo tho very quinteaaonco of Americanism, 
wo are a:surod, originated not in Washing- 
ton, but in London. "It did not," Mr. 
Rusaoll aaya, " originate in tho Cabinob of 
Monroe ; ib was proposed by George Can- 
ning, then English Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. Tho absolute sovereigna of Europe 
had formed tho Holy Alliance to maintain 
the divine right of kings and to suppress 
democracy ; tho first act of tho compact was 
to overthrow constitutional govornmont in 
Spain and re-establish tho Bourbons. This 
done, the Spanish king called upon tho alli- 
anco to assist Spain in tho rooovory of tho 
rovolted colonies in Amorlca. Where thiB 
movomonb would coaso was tho question 
which oonfrontod our fathers." At tho in- 
stance of England tho Monroe Dootrino was 
farmed, not to give tho Unitod States a 
kind of sovereignty over the wholo of tho 
Amorican continent, South as well as North, 
or to make tho Groat Republio tho dry 
nurso of all tho republics thab had been or 
would be established upon it, but to provonb 
govornmont by tho pooplo for tho pooplo be- 
ing overthrown on this sido of the Atlantic 
by tho monarohial nationa of Europe. 

Tho part that England took in resisting 
tho dosigns and frustrating the plans of the 
Holy Allianco was at tho time well undor- 
Btood. In reply to a lottor from Prosidont 
Monroo on tho subjoot, Jefferson aaid : 
" With hor (Groat Britain) wo ahould moat 
aoduloualy choriBh a cordial friendship, and 
nothing would more tend to knit our affec- 
tions than to bo fighting onco moro aide by 
aido in tho same cause." 

The moBBago, we aro told, wob reooivod 
with exultation by tho British Parliament. 
Mr. Brougham Baid : "No ovont has ever 
dispersed groater joy, oxultation and grati- 
tude ovor all tho freemen of Europo," and 
Sir Jamoa MaointoBh spoke of " this coincid- 
ence of tho two groat English aommon- 
woaltha," and, adda Mr. Ruasoli : " Thoro 
ia no doubt but that tho attitude of Groat 
Britain had a profound effect upon tho 
allied sovereigns, and tho allianco of tho 
two groab soa powers was, in offoot, a proc- 
lamation of poaoe." 

Horo, then, wo havo tho true inwardnosa 
of tho Monroo Dootrino, It waa not, as very 



many Americana believe, oatabllahed to 
oheok British greed or to put a stop to Brit- 
ish aggression, but it was suggested by Brit- 
ish statesmen and adopted by American pa- 
triots to preserve to the peoplo of this con- 
tinent the right to govern it aooordiog to 
their well understood wishes, and to prevent 
liberty being strangled in it by a combina- 
tion of crowned heads. 

The Monroe Doctrine waa novor intended 
to be used in order to proteot a dishonest 
republic that rofuaed to pay Its dehtB law- 
fully oontraotod, or to interfere when a 
European nation insisted upon an Amorican- 
Republio making reparation for injuries 
done to its subjects or insults offered to its 
fhg. Tho consequences of protection of this 
very queationable kind aeo well set forth in 
the following paragraph of Mr. Rusaoll a 
letter : a 

SuppoBo we take the ground thab the 
Monroe Doctrine is to bo oxtended to inter- 
fere with tho businesa relations between the 
Amorican republics and Europo, that inter- 
national lawa are suspended on this conti- 
nent, then wo must be prepared to do their 
bankiog, asaunio ihoir debta, extend them 
orodib and make their improvements. 

This ia how thia Bonoible and well-inform- 
ed United States oitizan interprets tho Mon- 
roe Doctrine : 

Undor a Demooratia administration do 
Europoan power will be allowed to ootublieh 
monarohial government upon the lands of an 
Amerioan republio, nor can tho lands or 
islands cow held by one European power bo 
transferred to another. That, I tako, is the 
sentiment of tho pooplo of tho Unitod States, 
but our people will nob knowingly assume 
lower ground and deny to European powers 
the right to acquire commoroial and buBineBB 
Interests which aro arranged by treaty or 
regulated by international law. 

If we do tako thia position, while wo may 
bo applauded for tho moment by countries 
renb in fragments by rovolution, and pur- 
sued by indignant creditors, wo will find 
ourselves entirely out of agreomenb with tho 
strong republics like Mexico, Brazil, Argen- 
tina and Chile. 

Thero are no doubt millions of peaceable 
and honost Americans who take this viow of 
tho duty of tho Unitod States with reapeob 
to tho Latin Republics and the monarohial 
nations with whom they havo disputes and 
disagreements. 

A LITTLE CROOKED. 

It is moat amuaing to obaervo tho very in- 
genious way in which the Opposition organs 
try to deny that Mr. BoBtook haa aaid that 
he " recognizee that free trade will not suit 
Canada." They carefully rofrain from mak- 
ing a specific denial. They do not say that 
Mr. Bostock did not make the declaration ; 
thoy merely say thab Mr. Bostock is in har- 
mony with tho Liberal platform, or that 
Mr. BoBtook adopts in its entirety tho Lib- 
eral platform. Can anyone fairly infer from 
tho Liborul platform that froo trade will not 
Buit Canada ? Although wo are informed — 
on whab authority we cannot tell — that Mr. 
Boatook has authorized no paper to speak 
for him, throe of the papers of tho province 
havo undortakon to speak for him in this re- 
gard. Does any of them know anything 
about tho matter? 

By tho way, wo aro a little surprised to 
800 that tho Times ia so well pleased to be 
olaBsed as "nobody." It may bo a good 
thing to ho humble, bub is nob thia 
'umbleneBa of our contemporary a little too 
much of a good thing?

RAILWAY EXTENSION, 



Members of the Board of Trade 
Unanimously Endorse Mr. 
Ker's Resolution. 

The Extension of the E. & N. and 
What It Means to 
Victoria. 



A specially convened and largoly attended 
meeting of the British Columbia Board of 
[Trade, yesterday afternoon endorsed unani- 
mously the resolution offered by Mr. 1). R. 
Ker, urging the Dominion government to 
aid the extension of the E. & N. railway to 
Comox by granting the usual subsidy of 
$3,200 per mile. This resolution, lb will be 
remembered, was introduced at laBt Fri- 
day's adjourned quarterly meeting, when its 
consideration was deforred in order that a 
largor attendance might bo had. The wis- 
dom of this oourse was yestorday evidenced 
by the presence of a gratifyingly largo num 
bor of the membors, and a full expression of 
opinion upon tho important project which 
the board by its ondorsation was asked to 
assist. ProBideut A. C. Flumerfolt was in 
the chair, and there woro alao in attendance 
Vice-President G. E. Kenouf, Socrotary P. 
Elworthy, and MesBra. Joseph Loowen, 
Louis Erb, Simon Loisor, T. S. Futoher, E. 
E. Wootton, H. Cuthbort, Jaoob Sehl, A. 
J. McLollan, T. B. Hall, A. L. Bolyoa, 
William Munaio, Richard Hall, C. N. 
Gowon, Gustav Loisor, E. B. Marvin, H. E. 
Connon, Joshua Dwioa, John Nioholloa, 
Hodloy Chapman, Henry Sauudore, J. H. 
Todd, W. Walker, J. Hutcheeon, H. F. 
HeiBterman, T. Lubbe, X. J. Burnes, D..R 
Ker, W. J. Pondray, Robort Ward, W. H. 
Ellis, Henry Croft, A. St. G. Flint, CharleB 
Hayward, William Wilson, C. D. Mason,

Introducing tho special business of tho 
day, President Flumerfolt explainod briefly 
the atepa that had already been taken 
theroin and called upon Mr. D. R. Ker, in 
whose name tho resolution stood, 

Mr. Ker entered at onco upon his 
Bubject. All tho members of tho 
board wero, ho believed, awaro of tho 
contents and scope of the resolution. There 
might, however, bo aomo who did not 
understand why It h»d been brought for- 
ward at such short notice. To these he 
would explain that it was only on tho Fri- 
day morning that he had seen Mr. Duns- 
mulr and nuked him if he had any objection 
to the resolution being movod. Mr. Duns- 
mulr had replied in tho negative and he 
had therefore brought forward tho subject 
immediately, ob tho necessity of prompt ao- 
Hon was apparent. Ho hoped and was con- 
vinced that all members of tho hoard were 
agreed upon the great importance of tho 
aubjoct. The application for tho subsidy of 
53,200 per mile had been sent to tho Do- 
minion government on tho 22nd instant, and 
so it was likely that it had now reached 
Ottawa. This was nothing moro than tho 
customary grant that had been given by the 
government to the C.P.R. to assist con- 
struction through their own us well as pub- 
lio lands. There waa therefore no reason to 
suppose that ic would not bo given to aid 
in the extension of tho Vancouver Inland 
line. Ho had heard it aaid by some that 
this Dominion Bubsidy waa only for the con- 
struction of colonization roada. Even so, it 
should bo given in the present case. The 
E. & N. owners propoBed to open up about 
sixty miles of good country, which though 
extending olose to tho sea shore poBBesseB 
few, if any, safe and convenient hirbora, 
and ia thereforo olosod to colonization de- 
velopment until opened up by railway en- 
terprise. Essentially this was a colonizjtion 
road, to open up an exceedingly valuable 
tract of country ; it was, too, essentially de- 
serving of support, ai its construction would 
mean another sixty-mile link in what all 
Victorians hoped to Bee ultimately become 
a great transcontinental lino of railway. 
Tho work of surveying and all other pre- 
liminaries had already been completed by 
the gentlemen now applying for the Do- 
minion grant ; thoy did not, however, feel 
that they would bo justified at tho present 
time in proceeding with construction work 
unless the Dominion grant wore 
obtained. This voted, operations would be 
initiated at onco. Was it not therefore 
highly desirable that tho board, formed to 
promote the business and general prosperity 
of tho province, Bhould dn all in ita power 
toward soenring tho Bubeidy and tho conso- 
quont inauguration of thia important devel- 
opment work ? A telegram, ho might Bay, 
had just boon received from one of the city's 
representatives now at Ottawa, stating that 
the endorsement of tho board would bo of 
tho groatost assistance to them. Ho (Mr. 
Ker) felt confident that tho board would 
take pleasure in thua strengthening the 
hands of Viccoria'smembers, nor did ho cup- 
pose that the othor boards of tho province 
would withhold their support. Tho appli- 
oal ion was certainly more deserving of favor- 
able consideration than if it had come from 
tho promoters of a now lino, for tho owners 
of tho E & N. had practically demonstrated 
thoir confidor.co in Vancouver Island, und 
by the constant improvement of their lino 
from Victoria to Wellington had shown that 
thoy intend it ultimately to ho aomotliing 
moro than a local road. Ho had pleasure, 
thereforo, in moving, seconded by Mr. Wil- 
liam Wilson, that 

" Whereas tho Ksnuimn.lt SeNanaimo R.B.C. 
are propared to at onco proceed with iho con- 
struction of an extension of tho K. & N. railway 
from Wellington to Comox, provided tho usual 
Dominion Htibaldy of §.'!,'-'XJ per ia ilo Is framed 
in aid thereof ; And whereas tho extension of 
such railway would largely aid in tho develop- 
ment of tho natural wealth of British Columbia, 
and in tho settlement of vacant la.ndB.ftnd would 
bo in tho general Interest of tho Dominion ; 
Doit resolved that this board earnestly press 
upon tho Dominion government tho great Im- 
portance of aiding tho immediate construction 
of aaid railway by granting tho said sub- 
sidy of ^3,200 por mile. And' lio ir also 
Resolved, that our representatives, Messrs. 
Karlo and Prior, bo requested to Becuro tho 
grant of such aid from tho Dominion govern- 
ment during tho present session." 

" I might add," continued Mr. Kor, "that 
this subjoat has not been brought before tho 
board by tho Messrs. Dunsmuir, nor have 
thoy requostod it. I conBidorod it an emin- 
ently proper subject for tho board to interest 
itself in, und therefore obtained from Mr. 
Dunsmuir his assurance that ho would have 
no objection to tho presentation of tho reso- 
lution thatia now placed before you." 

Discussion of tho resolution being invited 
bythoGhair, 

Mr. Wm, Walkor thought tho present tho 
proper timo to ascertain tho intentions of 
tho company in regard to froight charges 
Ho had been informed that there waa at 
present discrimination in rates to tho dis- 
advantage of many In Victoria who dosirod 
to got coal down from tho mines. While 
thia might bo all right for a privato road it 
would not do for a road conetruoted with 
the aid of publio funds. Beforo endorsing 
tho giving of aid in thia caao ho thought tho 
boaid should ascortain tho polity which tho 
owning company intended to pursue in 
regard to tho marketing of tho coal reachod 
by tho extonded lino. 

Mr. T. S. Futohor sought furthor informa- 
tion cf another kind. Ho waa anxious to

know what assistance tho E. & N. company 
had alroady received, and whut rightB and 
powers hud boon given thorn under thoir 
original charter — also what thoy woro now 
asking. Perhaps Mr. Kor would give tho 
desired information ? 

Mr. Kor expressed surprioo that any 
member of the board should bo uninformed 
on the very much discussed Bubjeot of tho 
E. & N. railway. Every point in connec- 
tion with tho building of thiB road had boon 
threshed out by tho publio years ago, und it 
would therefore bo uonoccBsury for him to 
go into tho subjeot or to say more upon it 
than thab the company h«s satisfactorily 
oompleted ita entire undertaking under the 
contract. Nor waa it now asking anything 
moro from tho province. Tho power to ex- 
tend the lino had beon given years ago, 
though thia extension waa not by any meuna 
compulsory. Tho preaont contention waa 
aimply that if tho line ia extonded, the com- 
pany is entitled to tho usual subsidy — and if 
they receive it they will extend at once. 

Mr. A. J. MaLolIan warmly aupportcd 
Mr. Ker's romarka, holding that tho E & N. 
company Bhould receivo the grant that they 
wore now seeking, as well as tho C. P. P. R. 
or any other road. Ho referred brief- 
ly to the a general benefit to the 
province that tho extension of the lino to 
Comox would produce, ond hoped that every 
member of tho board — and overy member of 
the Nanuimo board — would support this 
reaolution, expressing the opinion that tho 
promotera of tho line to Comox woro fully 
entitled to the uaual Bubsidy of tho Do- 
minion government. 

Mr. William Wllaon alao heartily sup- 
ported the resolution. Tho Mainland, ho 
said, had had three similar grants lately 
and whon the fact was taken into considera- 
tion that half the exports of tho province 
aro from Vancouver Island, it certainly 
looked as though the residents of this part 
of the country had boen backward in asking 
for thoir rights. Giving attention to the 
amount of Vancouver Island's contribution 
annually to the fedoral revenue, tho mem- 
bers of tho board Bhould bo a unit in de- 
manding thia subsidy from the Dominion 
government — and in obtaining it this year. 
On ono point ho would liko information 
Perhaps some legal gentleman present could 
say whether or not it would bo necessary for 
tho railway company to obtain Bpocial 
legislation at Ottawa beforo receiv- 
ing the Dominion subsidy. Ho 
said that Mr. MoPhillips had taken this 
atand in connection with tho British Pacific, 
bo he presumed it might apply alao to the E. 
& N. Bub, however this might be, the reao- 
lution should certainly bo adoptod by 
unanimous voto of the mombera of tho board 
now present. 

Mr. Robort Ward pointed out that tho 
E & N- Co. already poaaossod the power 
under thoir charter to extend to Comox, and 
held that the Dominion govornment had 
therefore bub to pass on order in-council 
agreeing to the desired vote. No anxiety 
need be felt on that score. It would cer- 
tainly greatly increaso confidenca in this 
portion of the country to have tho work go 
on at the prcnent time ; and tho construction 
of the new line would bo cf incalculable 
benefit in causing tho circulation of monoy 
during the road building und in opening up a 
rich and valuable sootion of country. Reply- 
ing to Mr. Walker, if tho desired assistance 
wero obtained and tho E. & N. lino extonded 
to Comox, ho thought thero would bo no 
fear of differential ratos being made. Ho 
certainly commondod tho modesty of the 
promoters of the new road in not seeking 
the support of tho board, but hold that this 
was a good reason why tho endorsuiou of 
tho board should tho moro readily bo given 

Mr, A. L Holyoa. in explanation of the 
point raisod by Mr. Wilson, pointed out 
that tho E. & N. railway company was not 
in the same position as a company formed 
simply by provincial legislation, and while 
tho Dominion authorities hud made it o rule 
to withhold aid from railways not incorpor- 
ated under Dominion charter, that rul« 
could not hero apply. The E. & N 
occupied a somewhat unique position, 
being incorporated ub much under 
Dominion aH under Provincial authority, 
and consequently no furthor legislation 
would bo necessary to enable tho company 
tn obtain tho subsidy. Thetruo intoresta of 
Victoria lying in tho development of tho 
northern portion of Vancouver Island, this 
e-xtomiion of tho IC & N should receivo tho 
hearty support of Victorians ob materially 
assisting in that development. 

Tho discussion hero terminating, tho 
resolution passed unanimously and with op 
pluueo, and on motion of Mr. Robort Ward 
and Mr. Simon Loisor it was ordornd to I 
telegraphed to tho Minister cf Railways 
and ulso to Victoria's representatives in the 
House of Commons. 

At tho same titno the si?tcr. hoards of 
trodo of tho provinco will be ueked to en- 
donjo the epirit of the resolution.

This can bo made ou 
tho sowing machine iu less that half an 
hour, and as fonr yards will make one 
long enough to cover a very tall woman 
tho expnnso will not bo inoro than 25 
conts if made of print.

Sweetbreads and isucon.

Stalo crackers aro improved by plac- 
ing in a hot oven a fow minutos boforo 
sorving. 

For economy and ovonnoss of heat 
jmt only a little coal on tho firo at a 
timo. 

Long, thin stioks of Italian bread — 
so well known to dyspoptics — havo been 
brought out at aftornoon teas with groat 
success. 

Clean hard finished walls by using 
ono-lialf oupfnl of ammonia in a pail of 
water.

A Vancouver Island Prospect Which 
Hives Promise of Proving Per- 
manently Valuable. 

Investors Encouraged by Quartz As 
says and First Returns From 
Hydranlicinfir Operations. 

That China Creek and tho neighborhood 
is about to olalm and receive a largo share of 
the attention whioh haa for a while back 
been contred upon tho better known mining 
regions of the Kootenay, iB tho conclusion 
arrived at by a well informod writer who 
recently gave tho Nanaimo Free Press an 
interesting two-column artiolo upon tho sub 
joot. Tho China Creek district is on Van 
oouvor Ialand, fronting on tho west coast, 
and is acooaaible either by regular Bteamer 
from Viotoria or overland from Nanaimo and 
Wellington, over an excellent road to Alberni 
and thonco by trail, Tho gold aearohorB 
havo carried on both quartz and placer min 
ing operations, tho latter on a vory simple 
plan having for yearB yielded good pay to 
Chinamen, and the formor resulting in usaays 
which have fully warranted tho capitalists 
making the venture in arranging for perma 
nent occupation of tho torrltory. Some 
very high assayB havo been obtain 
ed, as much as $900 to tho ton 
being recorded for tho Alberni, SG00 for tho 
King Solomon, $500 for the Mountain Robo, 
and well into tho hundreds for Golden 
Eagle ore, In the placer mining, where the 
gravel has been tried as to its yield per yard, 
on Balnbridgo's leaao 80 conta por yard has 
been obtained aa the result of throe separate 
and unconnected trials. On tho ConBtance 
loaao tho gravel in tho bed of the crook haa, 
it iB understood, from an assay of 60 pounds

China oreok flows into the Alberni canal 
on the southeastern Bide, at about seven 
mileB distance from Alberni, a growing set- 
tlement whioh up to a recent date has had 
all Its eDergieB direoted to farming, but 
has* now bogun to give keen atten- 
tion to the mines in the vicinity. 
Tho length of China creek from its source to 
its mouth ia a little over twelve miles, and 
owing to the snow on tho mountains being 
its principal water supply rises and falls 
suddenly with the changes in the tempera- 
ture.

Tho Golden Eigle mine, owned by Saunders 
eb al. ia in Golden Eigle basin or head of 
the main branch of the stream — in which 
basin a great number of mineral claims have 
been staked off* and recorded ; and the 
"King Solomon" mine, owned by Mc- 
Quillon et al., is in the King Solomon basin 
or South Forks source, in which a large 
numbor of olaims also are hold. Between 
these basins and tho junction of the two 
streams, the mountains on either side 
and aoparating them have received 
tho diligent attention of prospectors 
Mlaoral creek, a tributary of China oreek, 
is the next portion which has takon the 
iaacy of quartz minerB, and from oloBe to 
ita junction up to its source haB stakes scat- 
tered on tho mountain aides for miloa. From 
here down the creok mineral claims are held 
for two or throe milos distanco, after which 
tho land has, up to the present, only been 
taken for placer work. Tho Golden Eagle 
mine haa had considerable development 
work done on it, three tunnela having been 
driven, and the asaays, though varying, 
havo given satisfaction. Worn is to be con- 
tinued thia summer. 

The King Solomon has alao had dovelop- 
mont work done on it, and tho asaays of the 
oro takon out havo proved very satisfactory. 
Work is to be continued thia Bummer. The 
Great Divide haa bIbo givon good assays, 
though tho mino has not boen doveloped to 
the extont of tho Goldon Eaglo and King 
Solomon. At Miner creek, in which dis- 
trict a largo number of olaims havo re- 
cently boon staked off, several ledges 
have beoD discovered whioh asBay 
wonderfully well. Of thoeo tho Alberni 
and Mountain Roao claims seem up to tho 
prosont to have given tho boat aasaya and 
show the bicgest possibilities, but this reason 
Ib doubtleas in part duo to the development 
work dono on thorn whioh exceods consider- 
ably that dono on tho others.

China creek hava been very favorabl 
though from the nature of tho ground 
acd the widely foattered condition of tbo 
gold, tho ground has not been found capable 
of paying if handled on a email scale. The 
first leaBO held is fir a distance of five milcB 
down the main creek from tho Goldon Eagle 
basin, and though the prospects here have 
not been generally known aa anything re 
markable, tho company — a Victoria syndi- 
cate have leased this lond— are believed to 
have every confidenoe of making a success of 
their enterprise when they work their land. 

Adjoining thla le*«o is another olaim 
leased by one Bowditoh, whioh pros'peots 
well, especially at the mouth of Mineral 
oreek, and below this is tho "Constanoe" 
claim. Coarse gold hsa been found in con- 
siderable quantities ou Mineral oreek. 
Placer olaims are held on this oreek by 
Campbell, Dm, Gleaaon, Dtbeaux, Simpson, 
Brown and others, and though owing to the 
rooky nature of the ground aa yet the work 
done haa not paid, yen a number of olaims 
havo boon taken up and several shafts) have 
been sunk with tho Intention of drifting on 
bed rock. 

The next loase on China oreek ia the 
" Constance," held by Heyland, Jones, Gar- 
rard, Norris, Havolaquo and others, It ex.

tanae of ovor u mile and a half. 

The prospeotB on this loaao, whioh haa had 
considerable work dono on it, are vory satis- 
factory, and it is believed that the com- 
pany owning the property intend hydraulio- 
ing tho bod of the river and Hats adjoining 
tho Constance lease. A canyon has been 
taken up by Messrs.' 1 Love, MoFarlano and 
McQuillon on a lease of 1,000 feet, and it is 
understood that the owners intend drifting 
up on to bed rock. 

Adjoining thia again is the Littlo Bucker, 
leased by VV. Garrard, extending one-third 
of a mile down the stream and enclosing a 
flat and several low benches, Tho prospoots 
on this lease and in tho cinyon havo boon 
vory satisfactory. 

Tho next lease, which does not start till a 
point aoveral miles down the oreek Is roach 
ed, ia a hydraulio loase, locally known as 
Bilnhridge'a loaao, held by a company of 
which Mr. Bainbrldgo iB one of the mem 
bers. Somo of the othor members are 
ChildB, Aapland, Campbell and McQnillon 
Thla land, whioh extends down the oreek 
for several miles, inoludes sovoral flats and a 
number of benchoB. Tho prospeotB through 
out have been very good, and work is now 
being done to start hydraulicing aa Boon as 
possible. The now road from Albornl reaches 
China Creek on this leaso. EbertB, Taylor, 
Sorreault, Lindsay and McFarlane are inter- 
ested In adjoining property, leases of whioh 
are held down to tho mouth of the oreek, all 
of which, it is believed, from tho proBpeot 
obtained by experienced miners, will pay 
well if worked by hydraulio means.
